Hoover's new and strongly republi- 
W ashington, April l l . — President 
can congress was convened in special 
session at noon today upon his call 
to deal with farm relief and restrict­ 
ed tariff revision. 


W i t h t h e farm bill prepared as t h e 
first order of business in the house 
where it will be considered Wednes­ 
day and with an offstage dispute in 
the senate as to what the program 
should be. both house* wer,. officially 
opened to transact routine business 
necessary to organizing the session. 
Vice Pre!dent Charles K. Curtis 
took the rostrum In the senate where 
he ha* for seveu year* been floor 
leader. 
W hen the bell of the old 
clock 
which has been a timepiece for the 
last twenty congresses sounded the 
arrival of the noon 
hour. 
Curtis 
dropped hi* gavel, demanded order 
and gave way to the chaplain for 
prayer. 
While a distinguished audience of 
W ashington society people and diplo­ 
mats looked on from tile gallery the 
oaths of office were administered to 
four senators who did not receive 
them last month and the usuul reso­ 
lutions of notification that the con­ 
gress 
was 
in 
session 
then 
were 
adopted. 
An 
equally 
distinguished 
b u t 
larger crowd looked on in the house 
w hen William Tyler Page. the clerk, 
ascended the rostrum there to pre­ 
side 
until 
the 
speaker, 
Nicholas 
Longworth, would be officially elect­ 
ed. 
Mr. Hoover's cull of 
the 
session 
was read and the 4.15 represen tativ e, 
including eighty new 
faces, 
were 
sworn in in groups of twenty. 
Both 
house* planned only to transact this 
routine busine!* before adjourning 
until tomorrow to bear Mr. Hoover’s 
message setting forth what he 
de­ 
sire* in the way of farm and tariff 
legislation. 
Chairman Haugen of the house ag­ 
riculture committee had the 
farm 
bill in his pocket ready 
to 
report 
when he walked on the floor. 
He 
■will bring it up Wednesday, expect­ 
ing to pass It w ithin a week. 
Then 
the new tariff bill will be reported 
and considered. 
Senator James E. Watson, the new 
m ajority floor leader of the senate. 
w as working on a change of plans in 
conference with his advisers. 
The 
new farm bill has been bottled up in 
th,. senate committee because demo­ 
crats w ant to add a clause allowing 
the proposed federal farm boar I to 
use the debenture plan in case 
of 
emergency. 
A meeting of, the committee ffiad 
been scheduled for this morning but 
Chairman McNary called it off be­ 
cause he had not yet received word 
from the departm ent of agriculture 
a* to w hether 
the 
adm inistration 
would Rtand for the debenture plan. 
He expects this word by tomorrow. 
This delay will probably prevent 
th«. bill from being brought up in 
the senate Wednesday. After hearing 
Mr. Hoover’s message tomorrow, the 
senate may adjourn until Thursday 
and then if the farm bill 
is 
not 
ready, 
recess u ntil 
next Monday. 
W atson likes this plan 
because 
it 
would prevent senators from bring­ 
ing up and discussing measures aside 
from farm relief and tariff revision, 
including prohibition and W all Street 
speculation. 
T he senate adjourned 
at 
12:25 
P. M , after a 25-minute routine ses­ 
sion until noon tomorrow. 
The house adjourned at 2 P. M. 
until noon tomorrow.

Haugen

W ashington. April 15.- The 
ad­ 
m inistration’s $500,000,000 farm re­ 
lief bill I* to be introduced in the 
house today by Chairman Haugen of 
the hous,, agriculture committee im­ 
mediately after the body is organised 
at the opening session. 
The measure will he taken up for 
consideration Wednesday und house 
leader^ prefix ted it will pass there 
within IO days. 
Creation of a federal farm board 
with broad powers to organize agri­ 
culture, control surpluse* and admin­ 
ister the $500,000,000 revolving fund 
is the principal feature of the hiU 
which has the approval of President 
Hoover. 
The final draft was approved Sun­ 
day by the committee at a special 
meeting by a vote of 19 to 2. 
Seven members, including the sec- 
i clary of agriculture, 
would 
com­ 
prise th*' board which the president 
would tie authorized to appoint for 
individual terms ranging from two 
to six years. 
The bill declares the policy of con- 
g retie ‘Is to promote the effective mer­ 
chandising of agricultural com mod i- 
t ie., no th,, industry of agriculture 
will be placed on a basis of economic 
equality with other industrles." 
Work of the bourd would include 
stabilizing the agriculture market by 
minimizing 
peculation, preventing 
wasteful 
method! 
of 
distribution, 
limiting undue and excessive fluctu­ 
ations, aud encouraging producers to 
organize through co operative asso­ 
ciations. 
From the $500,000,000 fund, loans 
would b*> made to co-operatives 
for 
handling, 
storing 
and 
m arketing 
farm products, for leasing or con­ 
structing storage facilities and to as­ 
sist in building up the membership 
of such associations. 
A new insurance provision, never 
before seriously considered in a farm 
relief bill, would authorize the board 
to issue insurance p o t p i e * to co-op­ 
eratives against loss through price 
declines in commodities. 
Money for 
the underw riting of crop* would be 
taken from th,, revolving fund. 
Creation of stabilization corpora­ 
tions to aid the board in its m arket­ 
ing program would be authorized by 
the hill. 
The stabilization corpora­ 
tion stock would be owned by co-op­ 
erative associations. 
To protect the consuming public 
the corporation would 
be 
warned 
against holding any cqpimodity from 
the market until the price has be­ 
come unduly enhanced to the distress 
of the consumer. 
In addition to the revolving fund 
an appropriatio of $1,500,000 to be 
available immediately for setting up 
the adm inistration feature* of 
the 
board would be authorized 
by 
the 
measure. 
"We have done 
everything 
pos­ 
sible In a legislative way and it Is 
now up to the farmer* to organise 
to reap the benefits of 
this 
bill." 
Haugen said. 
"Of course it will be 
amended from time to time as the 
need arises but It is to be the best 
farm relief bill ever w ritten 
any­ 
where.’’

Building Up the Soil 


The mechanical condition of g ar­ 
den soil is unite as important a* it* 
fertility. 
It is not advisable to ap­ 
ply fertilizer to soil whit h is not in 
the proper condition to receive it aud 
make It available to plants. 
The two extremes of poor soil, 
from a mechanical standpoint, ar * 
stiff clay and pure MMI. 
The first 
may he fertile, but because its par­ 
ticles are so fine anti closely packed 
together, it is difficult for plants to 
obtain 
from 
it 
the 
nourishment 
which they need. In pure sand there 
Is no plant food: and thl? sort of soil 
refuses to held water ut nil. 
The 
ideal garden soil is a sandy loam. in 
which there in clay, sand, and a 
plentiful supply of humus, or decay­ 
ed organic matter. 
It should hold 
water like a sponge which is nqtlvex- 
ed, the excess water running off but 
leaving the soil moist. 
To loosen cluy. and make Its fertil­ 
ity available to plant**, one must add 
humus, sand, or other coarse m ate­ 
rials. ami lime.

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< ODES OK ETHICS 


A CODE of ethics is a carefully formulated system of princi­ 
ples or rules of practice for the guidance of a particular group 
individuals, such as the members of a profession. 
I he develop­ 
ment of codes of ethics is an indication of the evolution and growth 
of moral consciousness. 
Ethics and morality are not always syn­ 
onymous; neither are ethics and legality. 
“Right" and “wrong 
are terms which have different meanings and interpretations at 
different periods. 
The question is often asked “What is the reason tor all this 
unusual activity by business to formulate codes of correct busi­ 
ness standards outlining the Wiles of the game of business when 
it is quite evident that business is tho same today as it has been 
in the past? 
Men still continue to respect the Golden Rule and 
the majority of them are honest.” The answer becomes easy, says 
the Rotary club, when we anulyzo business and notice how much 
more complex it has become. The average business man of today 
is meeting conditions and situations which did not exist a few 
years ago. 
His advertising, buying, selling, employing and other 
policies differ greatly from those existing when business ran on 
a narrow gauge track. Today, however, it is a maze of interweav­ 
ing lines multiplying the difficulties of correct business practices, 
and it often requires hard thinking to decide whether a business 
action is right or wrong. 
t 
The best and only way to apply the principle of the Golden 
Rule in business as it e xists today is to examine each method of 
business conduct and prescribe a rub- of action by which it shall 
be governed. These- rules written down in black and white should 
plainly state what a man shall do and what he shall not do under 
given circumstances. 
It is all very well to have men strive to do 
the right thing in business; it is a fine thing for them to seek to 
apply the Golden Rule; but; in oujr complex life’, both of these well­ 
meaning thoughts do not ge) very far toward applying the answers 
to questions of methods which arise. 
% 
A written code of standards of practice helps men to think 
clearly and correctly and to act honorably. The code serves as a 
gauge for the public. 
It likewise helps to raise the standing of 
the craft in the business world and does much to gain the confi­ 
dence, goodwill and favorable consideration of the public. 
The necessity for specific principles for the guidance of in­ 
dividuals having common interests has been recognized from the 
earliest historical periods. 
Probably the earliest code is the Hip­ 
pocratic Oath which has been in existence for about 2500 years. 
The earliest evidence of code w riting in the United Stales is the 
code of ethics adopted by the Philadelphia School of Pharmacy in 
ISIS. Since that time many hundreds of codes have been adopted 
by associations of tradesmen, merchants and professional organi­ 
zations. 
The world-wide Rotary movement bas contributed a great 
deal to the cause of code writing. 
Since 1921 it has cooperated 
with those who have bet ii responsible for the adoption of over ISO 
codes of ethics.

D r i v e r s of private passenger automobiles have been offered 
a real inducement for carefulness in tho shape of a very substan­ 
tial cash premium now allowed by the leading insurance compa­ 
nies. according to an Man ounce rn eat made by the National Bureau 
of Casualty and Surety Underwriters, as reported by the Indus­ 
trial News Bureau. 
The new scheme for rewarding and encouraging carefulness 
is called by the insurance companies, “The New Merit Rating 
Plan. ’ Under it the driver of a private passenger car will obtain 
a IO per cent reduction iii his insurance rates for public liability 
and property damage providing he meets the following conditions: 
F irst: He has owned and operated a private passenger auto­ 
mobile for not less than two years prior to the effective date of the 
policy. 
Second: No private passenger automobile owned by him has 
been involved in an accident during the two years prior to the 
effective date of the policy. 
Third: His operating license has not been suspended or re­ 
voked. he has not been convicted of driving while intoxicated, 
evading responsibility after an accident, not guilty of reckless 
driving during the two years preceding lite effective date of the 
policy,

F o u rth : He will keep the brakes and steering gear of his auto­ 
mobile in good working condition and will have them inspected at 
least semi-annually. 
This new rating plan and its conditions will apply to all pri­ 
vate passenger cars including those owned and operated by phy­ 
sicians, salesmen, solicitors, collectors, adjustors and investiga­ 
tors. 
This new idea has been under cons5deration for a long period 
by .the National Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters 
which has begun immediately to file its merit plan in all states. 
It will become effective in those states as quickly as the rules amli 
regulations of the various State Departments of Insurance will 
permit.

Probably the earliest code is the Hip­ 
pocratic Oath which has been in existence for about 2500 years. 
The earliest evidence of code w riting in the United States is the 
code of ethics adopted by the Philadelphia School of Pharmacy in 
1848. 
Since that time many hundreds of codes have been adopted 
by associations of tradesmen, merchants and professional organi­ 
zations. 
The world-wide Rotary movement has contributed a great 
deal to the cause of code writing. 
Since 1921 it has cooperatedJ 
with those who have been responsible for the adoption of over ISO 
codes of ethics.
